WASHINGTON, June 9.—(4)— 
A nationwide campaign to collect 


scrap rubber was announced to- 
day by President Roosevelt. The 
chief executive set no date for the 
drive, but expressed the hope that 
it could be started shortly and 
completed two weeks after it was 
inaugurated. 

He indicated there would be no 
expansion of the present eastern 
seaboard gasoline rationing at least 
until after the results of the cam- 
p ign were known. National gaso- 
line rationing had been suggested 
in some quarters as a measure to 
conservatives, possibly starting 
around mid-July. 

One of the major problems in- 
volved in the current gasoline- 
rubber situation, the Presilent 
told his press conference, is the 
fact that there are no. accurate 
estimates on the amount of scrap 
rubber available. 

No two persons agree on the 
amount, he said. The only way to 
ascertain the quantity, he con- 
tinued, was through a pick-up-the- 
rubber campaign—a quick, snappy 
campaign to bring it in. The gov- 
ernment, he let it be known, would 
take over the scrap o.iginally, but 
whether it would then be allocated 
to civilian or military use was 
something that would have to be

Taking command of all such 
bus lines, the ODT directed that

(Express runs abolished are 
the fast, limited-stop passen- 
ger schedules operated by 
some companies. The order 
does not affect the carrying of 
merchandise for hire.)

From the windows of the bus lI 
could at last begin to see and appreciate the 
country through which we moved and all dis- 
comfort was lost in the passing scene. With 
no responsibility for the welfare of the ve- 
hicle, I was able to relax and keep my eyes 
off the road. 

“I never knew before there were such 
nuances “of color in the serrated ridges that 
pile up in succession to form the Blue Ridge 
mountains of north Georgia. I never had 
realized how attractive the little brooks ap- 
pear from the road. And the thickets of 
laurel in bloom! I have walked through them 
hundreds of times and admired them indi- 
vidually; now I saw them en masse in a con- 
tinuous display of dignity and color.”

senative Vinson, who long has been regarded 
as the Navy’s chief spokesman in congress, made a highly important 
declaration in announcing plans for the unprecedented new build- 
ing program. He revealed that the two-ocean fleet which we set 
out to build after the war broke out in Europe, will be finished 
within two years instead of 1946 and 1947 as originally contem- 
plated. 

This has been made possible by the very remarkable dchieve- 
ment of the American ship building industry. Aircraft carriers 
which formerly took 45 months to build are now being completed 
in 22 months. Cruisers, which in pre-war days required a building 
schedule of three years, now are being finished in half that time. 

Destroyers present an even brighter picture. These badly needed 
craft, which perform every type of service from running down sub- 
marines to accompanying battleships and cruisers on their usual 
task missions, are being turned out in eight to ten months. At least 
one great yard, the Federal Shipbuilding Corporation, will be build- 
ing them in six months by the end of the year. All of the rates of 
construction are keel-laying to commissioning. 

This explains why virtually all of the 200 warships in the two- 
ocean Navy program will be completed within three years instead 
of six. It also explains why the Navy can now project a new tre- 
mendous warship building program to follow it and be finished 
by 1947, which was the original date of the two-ocean Navy. 

The original two-ocean Navy contemplated 


343 IN SERVICE 

. a fighting fleet of some 700 vessels totaling 
approximately 3,500,000 tons. Although revised several times, due 
to shifts of one kind or another and the transfer of 50 of our de- 
stroyers to Great Britain, official figures made public just before 
Pearl Harbor revealed that there were 343 warships in service and 
344 building—a total of 697. Since then we have lost upwards of 
15 warships in battle, but more than twice that number have been 
commissioned. 

The point of it is that, since Pearl Harbor, ship additions to 
the fleet, either authorized or proposed, total more than 750 war- 
ships, which will more than double the two-ocean Navy program 
of 687 fighting ships. 

All of this vast construction is being projected on the thesis 
that the United States fleet will have to dominate the five oceans 
of the world, in co-operation with the British, before the final 
victory is won. 

Though the number of warships is larger, the new tonnage 
proposed to build up the fleet to a five-ocean Navy is smaller than 
the existing program because there are none of the heavier battle- 
ships provided for in the pending bill. The tendency is to get away 
from the big 35,000 and 40,000-ton battleships. 

It is doubtful that Hitler could equal these figures even if he 
had the whole shipbuilding industry of Europe under his com- 
mand, with Japan’s puny-facilities thrown in. We naturally expect 
to lose a good many of these vessels as the war goes on, but once 
it is over, there is little doubt that we will be left as the great naval 
power of all time.

Last week the Atmy released its statistics as 
IGNORANCE obtained from examination of the millions of 
men brought to induction centers by the selective service and as 
gathered from volunteers. 

Last week Time magazine, reporting factually, produced the 

figures as released by the Army and Paul 
McNutt’s War Manpower Board. 

The intelligence test is simple. Sample ques- 
tion: Will a boat float in water? 

A quarter of a million men, physically fit, 
have been rejected because they could not an- 
swer that and other questions. They could not 
answer because they either could not read, 
could not make their minds take words and 
produce meanings, could not spell, 4 

To a nation fighting to make men free, this 
was a stunner. 

It is more of a stunner for the south. 

The factual Army statistics, spoken not by 
a social worker, nor by a critic or a politician 
but accumulated by adding machines and office 
personnel, showed:

The Negro bears only a proportionate share of the percentage. 

Now that is not new. The educators have been printing it for 
years. The educational foundations learned it. : | 
The trouble has been that, when they said it, professional politi- 
cal answer has been that such persons dre critics, trying to smear 
the south; that they are holding up to criticism the schools of the 
state or section because of ulterior motives. By such false smoke 
screens were facts obscured.

AMAZING ANSWER One of the most fantastic replies to the 
old, inescapable facts about education 
in Georgia has been along this line: 

“We have a fine school system. The critics forget that Georgia 
was the first state to charter a woman’s unjversity and that Georgia 
was the first state in the Union to charter a state university. .. .” 

That such a reply should be made to facts is amazing. 

That it should be accepted and applauded is depressing.

We began well. We spend a larger share of what we have on 
education than most any other state. But, how well do we spend it? 
The results are not good. 

We have paid for it as best we could. But not all those whe 
have been able to control education have been its friends. 


THIS NEW REPORT That is why this new report by the 


factual, statistical department of the 
Army is so important. I think it tremendously necessary that the 
people of Georgia see it. 

Who made the report? 
Some theoretical professor? 

Not at all. 

Who did make it? 

Our young men made it. They made it by walking into an 
Army examination office and by being unable to read or write the 
simplest words or to answer simple questions. They made it by 
being humiliated by sitting there helpless, seeing men about them 
able to read and write and answer the simple questions. They 
made it by seeing others from their own state go on into service 
while they were left behind.

In a telegram to Cook, Evans 
said he was wiring Chairman Jim 
Peters, of the executive commit- 
tee, “advising him that I waive 
all requirements of the rule as ap- 
plied to you or any other candi- 
date for attorney general. My 
Slogan in this race is ‘the more 
the merrier’.” 

He also declared in his tele- 
gram: “You (Cook) came _ to 
Thomson and sought to get me not 
to run for attorney general.
